rather exaggerating than mitigating the offence to the King, of

. © effeCtual for redreſs, wherein he would not only equal, but ex- 
ceed the moſt indulgent princes ;* they took the opportunity 
again to renew their requeſt, deſiring, that * for a ground of 
their confidence, and removal of jealouſies, that they might 
apply themſelves to give his Majeſty ſatisfaction in the method 
he propoſed, his Majeſty would preſently put the tower of 
London into the hands of ſuch a perſon, as both houſes ſhould 
recommend to him: in which the lords differed with them, 
as well < for that the diſpoſal of the cuſtody thereof was the 
King's peculiar right and prerogative, as likewiſe, that his 
< Majeſty had committed the charge thereof to Sir John Byron, 
© a perſon of a very ancient family, an honourable extraction, 
and good fortune, and as unblemiſhed a reputation, as any 
< gentleman in England,” The commons, much troubled that 
the lords ſhould again take the courage to diſſent from them in 
any thing, reſolved to preſs the King upon their own ſcore, 
and to get the recommendation of ſo great an officer to them- 
ſelves; and, on the 26th of January, ſent a petition to him, in the 
name of the knights, citizens, and burgeſſes of the commons 
houſe, aſſembled in parliament.,

Sir John Byron had ſerved in the Low-Country wars, and 


the States General committed to him the care of their ord- 


nance and ammunition; ſo that he was a very uſeful officer to his 
Majeſty on the breaking out of the rebellion, when he repaired 


with a good body of men with arms and ammunition to the ſtan- 
dard at Nottingham, and brought a large ſum of money to the 


King for his ſupply at Shrewſbury.

Earl of Eſſex, under the command of Nathaniel Fines, fon to 
the Lord Say; came to ſurprize the town, which was open in 
many places, though in ſome it had an old decayed wall, and, - 
at the moſt uſual and frequented entrances into the city, weak and 
'rotten gates. However, finding them ſhut againſt them, and not 
that quick appearance of a party within the town the comman- 
der promiſed himſelf, he retired in great diſorder.

He afterwards " commanded the body of reſerve at the battle 
of Edgehill; and the victory of Roundway-down, wherein Sir 
William Waller was routed, was chiefly owing to the bravery 
and conduct of Sir John Byron, who, at the head of his te- 
giment, charged Sir Arthur Haſleriz's cuiraſhers, and after a ſharp 


conflit, in which Sir Arthur received many wounds, that impe-

netrable regiment (as Lord Clarendon * writes) was routed, and

5 on of Rochdale, in com. Lanc. with limitation of that honour, 
in default of iſſue male of his own body lawfully begotten, to eve- 
y of his brothers, and the iſſue male of their reſpective bodies, viz. 
Richard, William, Thomas, Robert, Gilbert, and Philip, by .

He was aſterwards made field-marſhal- general b of all his Majeſty's 


forees in the counties of Worceſter, Salop, Cheſter, and North- 


Wales ; alſo, on his uncle, Sir Nicholas Byron, governor of Cheſ- 
tere, being taken priſoner, he was governor of Cheſter. In 
which ſtation he was appointed to take care for the reception and 
accommodation of fome regiments of foot, that, on the ceſſation 
of arms in Ireland, were to land there. And the Lord Claren- 
don 4 gives a particular account of their ſucceſſes, and of the 
Lord Byron's being at length forced to retire into Cheſter, 3 
Nevertheleſs, the Lord Byron was not diſcouraged; but, by his 
* honourable and obliging deportment, ſoon got together 

body of 5000 men, and forced Sir Thomas Middleton to re- 
treat . Montgomery caſtle, whereunto laying ſiege, and the 
parliament forces under Sir William Fairfax 1 to raiſe it, 
a fight enſued in October 16447 wherein the Lord Byron 
routed their horſe, and both parties came to puſh of pike; but, 
after a hot engagement, the parliament forces rallying, he was 
obliged to retire. | 3 

The next year the King's cauſe declining, he was beſieged 
© in Cheſter, wherein he made a brave defence *, and, by his 
© judicious management, kept both town and garriſon con- 


© tented with cats and dogs; and thoſe failing, but with one 


© meal in three days, while there was any hope of relief. He 
© refuſed nine ſummons, and did not anſwer the tenth, till his 
© meſſenger returned with affurance that there were no hopes- 
* of any ſuccour. Then he yielded on the moſt honourable 
terms for himſelf and the whole garriſon, that were given in 
England, except thoſe he afterwards gained at Caernarvon,

hitlock, in his memorials, relates. In September 1645, the 
King, with about 5000 horſe and foot b, advanced to relieve 
Cheſter; but his forces. being entirely routed by :major-general 
Pointz and others, his Majeſty, with 300 horſe; with ſome diff 
culty got into Cheſter, and from thence retired into Wales. 
In October 1645, the garriſon of Cheſter made divers reſolute 
 fallies on the beſiegers ; and the Lord Byron's brother having 
got together 400 horſe about Holt-caſtle, on notice thereof, 
. Colonel Jones drew out a party of horſe from before the Lea- 
guer, and fell on him in the field, but on the firſt onſet was 
worſted; yet, after a ſharp diſpute, took him priſoner. On, 
27 December, 1645, there was k a treaty for the ſurrender of 
Cheſter ; but the Lord Byron ſtood on ſuch high terms, as were 
not agreed to. On the gth of December, Colonel Booth, with 
the Lancaſhire forces that took Lathom-houſe, was! ordered 
to join the forces before Cheſter. On the 18th of December, 
a party of 1500 from Oxford, and the Lara thereabouts, 
marched out with a m deſign to relieve Cheſter, but were forced 
| _ to retire, the parliament forces having broke down Avon-bridge, 
and other bridges they were to paſs, On the 8th of January, the 
commons at Weſtminſter n received advice, that the inhabitants 
of Cheſter urged the governor to ſurrender, being in great want 
of victuals, which he promiſed to do, if relief came not within a 
week. Ln F555 5 | 
On the 21ſt of January, Sir William Brereton o ſent another 
ſummons to the mayor of Cheſter, and the Lord Byron, gover- 
nor, to which they returned no anſwer in five days; upon which 
Sir William Brereton ſent another letter to them, requiring an 
anſwer the ſame day, which they did, and offered to. come to a 
_ treaty, if the King did not relieve them within twelve days, and 
deſired a. paſs to ſend to him, but it was denied. On the 29th of 
January, a treaty was begun about the ſurrender thereof, but no- 
| © thing,concluded. And the Lord Byron's letter to the King at 
Oxford was intercepted, * That, if they had not relief by the 
< laſt of January, then of neceſſity they muſt ſurrender Cheſter.” - 
On the 5th of February, letters came to the ſpeaker from Sir 
William Brereton , That his care of preſerving Cheſter, the - 
< moſt conſiderable city in thoſe parts, from ruin, invited him to 
< entertain a treaty, which was continued ten days, and delayed 
© by the enemy, hoping for relief, for which there were ſtrong 
< preparations, by conjunction of Aſhley, Vaughan, and the 
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« he ſent forth a ſtrong party under colonel Mitton, who pre- 
© vented their conjunction; and then thoſe in Cheſter, hopeleſs 
“ of relief, came to a treaty. They deſired farther time for the 
« treaty to be continued, but Sir William Brereton refuſed it, 


and thereupon they came to an agreement, on both parts, to 
« ſurrender the city to the parliament upon articles: in it 
© they had all the arms, ammunition, ordnance, and proviſions, 


the county-palatine ſeal, ſwords, and all the records, &c.* 


On the 10th of March, 1645, there was a debate between the 
two houſes, concerning the Lord Byron, whom the lords 
thought fit not to except from pardon. In April 1645 he 


commanded in Conway in Wales, and, in June 1646, was be- 
ſieged in Caernarvon caftle ; but the King being in the hands of

the Scots, and the parliament having brought all places to their 


devotion, he ſurrendered on honourable terms. 2 

He was afterwards appointed, by King Charles the Firſt, go- 
vernor to his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York *; and being at

importunities from Scotland to get as many to declare in England 
in ſeveral places, as might diſtract the army, and keep it from 


an entire engagement againſt them; alſo, to diſpoſe his old 
friends about Cheſter and North-Wales to appear as ſoon as might 
be. Thereupon, with the help of colonel Robinſon, he pre- 


ſently poſſeſſed himſelf of the iſland of Angleſey, and diſpoſed all 
North- Wales to be ready to declare, as ſoon as the Scots ſhould 
enter the kingdom. And though there were riſings in ſeveral 
counties, yet, on the defeat of the Scots army under Duke Ha- 
milton, they all proved unfortunate. The Lord Byron had again 
the good luck to eſcape from the hands of the rebels, and re- 


paired to Paris to his charge, as governor of the Duke of York; 
ut, during his abſence ", Sir Edward Herbert and Sir George 
Ratcliff had fo. far inſinuated themſelves. into the Duke's favour, 


that he reſolved on a journey from Paris to Bruſſels, to viſit the 


Duke of Lorrain, without the advice of his governor, or the 


Queen. his mother. But, at the requeſt of the Queen, the Lord 
Byron waited on him, as he did when the Duke viſited his fiſter 
at the Hague, and from thence returned with him to Paris. He 
afterwards accompanied that Prince, when he made the cam- 
paign under the marſhal Turenne; and returning to Paris, died 
there in the year 1652, whereby (as the Earl of Clarendon * 
relates) the Duke was deprived of a very good ſervant. He firſttook 
to wife Cecilie, daughterof Thomas Lord De la War, whodying

He married two wives; fr 
Elizabeth, daughter of George Roſſel, of Ratcliff on Trent, in 
com. Nottingham, Eſq; and widow of Nicholas Strelley, of 
Strelley, in the ſame county, Eſq; by whom he had iſſue Wil- 
liam, his fon and heir; Richard, who died an infant ; Elizabeth, 
Anne, and Cecilia, and Catharine, married to Sir William 
Stanhope, of Linby, in com. Nottingham, Knt. and died with- 
out iſſue: ſecondly, Elizabeth, youngeſt daughter of Sir George 
Booth, of Dunham-Maſſey, in com. Ceſt. aunt of George Lord 
De la Mare; but by her had no iſſue. He lies buried in the 
chancel of Hucknal-Torkard church, where a monument is ere&- 
ed to his memory, with the following inſcription : 


Beneath, in a vault, is interred the body of Richard 
Lord Byron, who, with the reſt of his family, being 
ſeven brothers, faithfully ſerved King Charles the F irt | 
in the civil war, who fuffered much for their loyalty, 
and loft all their fortunes: yet it pleaſed God fo to 
bleſs the honeſt endeavours. of the ſaid Richard Lord 
Byron, that he repurchaſed part of their ancient 
inheritance, which he left to his poſterity, with a lau- 
dable memory for great piety and charity, He departed 
this life upon the 4th day of October, anno domini 
1679, in the 74th year of his age. In the ſame vault 
is interred the Lady Elizabeth, his firſt wife, daughter 
of George Roſſel, Eſq; by whom he had ten chil- 

dren ; and the Lady Elizabeth, his ſecond wife, daugh- 
ter to Sir George Booth, Knt. and Bart. who ap- 

pointed this monument to be erected to the memory 
of her dear huſband, and, for her great piety and

In 1643 he had the command of 
the horſe under the Earl of Newcaſtle ; and falling on the Scots 
horſe near Naweaſtle on Tyne, in their quarters, totally routed

them, and killed and took priſoners 1500 men: whereupon he 


was one of thoſe. whom the parliament excepted from pardon 
in their treaty: with the King at Uxbrid ge. 
He furniſhed his Majeſty with 3000 3 horſe at three 
ſeveral. times; and, preſerving all the horſe that were left aſter 
the fatal fight at Marſton- moor, rolled with them till they be- 

dame a conſiderable brigade, relieving the adjacent garriſons as 
he marched to Hereford. It is remarked by Whitlock in - his 
memorials, that Sir Marmaduke Langdale, in 1644, was wounded 


in a ſight at Malpaſs in Cheſhire; and that the ſame year he 


routed, the parliament forces in Northamptonſhire, and carried 
3 into Newark: alſo, in 1645, that he relieved Sir 
John Wintour's - houſe, beſieged by colonel: Maſſey, and was

Lloyd, in his memoirs, writes, that the moſt, famous action 
in thoſe wars, was his marching with 2000 horſe from Oxford, 


through all the enemy's. quarters and army, to relieve Pomfret, : 


ordering his march ſo prudently under the enemy's colours, that 
he was there before they were aware of him, vanquiſhing Co- 
lonel Roſſiter and the beſiegers at Melton-Moubray, though - 
twice in number to his tired forces; and returned again to 
Oxford, after diſputing nine paſſes, and being in twelve ſkir- 
miſhes, routing firſt- and laſt in that famous expedition 9000 
men. A little before the engagement at Naſeby, he declared 
for breaking into the aſſociated counties, and ſo through them to 
the North, to-chace away the Scots. But when that battle was 
reſolved on, and he was deſired to lead the left wing of horſe, he 
faid, the averſeneſs of his men from fighting except in their own

' He afterwards marched into the North by the King's command, 
and, having gone by many of the enemy's garriſons, he got to 
Ferrybridge, and ſoon after ſurprized 400 of the parliament party 
at Sherborn with their arms, whom he killed and made priſoners, 
and ſhattered colonel Wren's regiment of horſe. But ſoon aſter | 
he and his forces, endeavouring to join with the Marquis of 
Montroſs, were fallen on at Carliſle ſands (in November 1645) 
| Where, after a- ſharp diſpute, he was routed, and obliged to fly 
into the Iſle of Man, from whence he tranſported himſelf into 
Holland. And, when the 2 was in the hands of the uſurpers, 
this gallant man came privateſy to wait on him at Hampton- 
Court; and of his further proceedings the Lord Clarendon gives

Of this kind there were two 
very. notable men, Sir Marmaduke Langdale and Sir Philip 
Muſgrave,” both men of large and plentiful eſtates, the one in 
"Yorkſhire, the other in Cumberland and Weſtmoreland; Wo 
having been, in the time of peace, eminent in their country 
in the offices of juſtices of peace and deputy- lieutenants, had, 
in the beginning of the war, engaged themſelves in commands in 
the King's army, with great reputation of ſtout; diligent, and 
active officers; and continued to the end, and had not after 
applied themſelves to make any compoſition, but expected a 
new opportunity to appear with their fwords in their hands. 
They were both looked upon by the parliament and the chief 
officers of the army with great jealouſy, as men worthy to be 
feared, and who could never be induced to comply with them. 
The Scottiſh Lords had not been ſcrupulous to let theſe two gen- 
8 tlemen know what they intended, and * that they made no 
« queſtion but they ſhould engage their whole kingdom and

* King's behalf; and therefore deſired them, by the intereſt

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The King had promiſed, that Berwick and Carliſle ſhould be 
delivered to the Scots, on Duke Hamilton's march into Eng- 
land; whereupon Sir Marmaduke Langdale delivered Berwick 
accordingly, and was ara] to march with all the Engliſh to 
the parts adjacent to Carlifle, and there to increaſe his troo 


to what number he could; which he performed ſo effeQually, 
that in a very few days he muſtered 3000 foot well armed, and 700. 
horſe not ſo. well armed; all which were raiſed in Cumberland 


and Weſtmoreland, over and above the garriſon of Carliſle, which 
yet remained under Sir Philip Muſgrave; and, within two days 
after, 500 horſe, well appointed, came to him out of the biſhop- 
rick of Durham and Yorkſhire. With theſe forces he reſolved 
to march into Lancaſhire, to reduce the parliament troops there, 
which he could eaſily have done, the Lord Byron being ready 
on the borders of Cheſhire to have joined him. But my Lord

It was in the middle of July, when Duke Hamilton entered 
England with bis army, having been limited in his command 
by the Preſbyterian party; and, as the fame noble author ob- 
ſerves, made ſuch flow marches, and quartered at ſo great a di- 
ſtance, that the head quarter was very often 20 rails ati from 
ſome part of the army ; the duke being wholly governed by the 
lieutenant-general, and * or three other officers. Sir Marma- 
duke Langdale marched with his body of Engliſh, conſiſting of 
near 4000 foot and about 1000 horſe. (which would have further 
"increaſed, had it not beeen for the injunction laid on him 
not to fight) always a day before the army; and, if his advice 
had been followed, in all likelihood Cromwell had been defeated, 
But the Duke and his officers would neither follow his counſel, 
nor credit his intelligence, that Cromwell was ready ta join bat- 
tle, till Sir Marmaduke was obliged to retreat with yery ſharp 
ſkirmiſhes (in which many men fell on both ſides) into the head 
quarters of the Duke; whither he likewiſe brought with him 
' ſome priſoners, who averred that the whole body of the army was 
within five. or, fix miles, and marched as faſt as they were able. 
hat followed I ſhall relate from the Earl of Clarendon: 
© .© The duke was confounded with this intelligence, and knew 
not what to do. The a: my was not together; and that part, 
"© that was about him, was without any order, and made no 
- © thew of any purpoſe to fight. In this amazement, the Duke 
' * ſtayed himlelf, with ſome officers, at Preſton; and cauſed his 
© foot to be drawnovera bridge, that they might march towards 
Wiggan, a town in Lancaſhire, where he ſhould, as 
be thought, find ſome regiments, and where they might make 
© ſome ſtand, till the reſt ſhould come up. In the mean time Sir 
* Marmaduke Langdale returned to his troops, the Duke having 
. © promiſed to ſend him ſome troops to aſſiſt, and that ſome foot 
© ſhould be ſent to keep a lane, that would flank his men upon 
his retreat. Sir Marmaduke retired before the enemy, and 
drew up his troops into the cloſes near Preſton. The enemy

the Duke and his forces yielded themſelves priſoners . 


Sir Marmaduke Langdale was alſo taken priſoner, when his 
forces were broken; but, before he went for Scotland, he con- 


certed with his friends in Yorkſhire the ſurpriſal of Pomfret caſtle; 
which was accordingly executed, and was now the only garriſon 


that ſtood againſt the power of the uſurpers. Cromwell there 


fore, after the defeat of the Scottiſh army, ſent general Rainſbo- 


rough to reduce them; but not being yet come before the 
eaſtle, and keeping his head quarters at 5 ten miles 
from it, they reſolved to endeavour to take him priſoner, and 
exchange him for Sir Marmaduke Langdale, who was in cloſe con- 
finement in Nottingham caſtle; and the parliament had declared, 


they would make him an example of their juſtice” The 


garriſon of Pomfret ſucceeded. in their defign of taking Rainſbo- 
rough priſoner, . but were obliged. to kill him, ſo that Sir Mar- 
maduke, was ſtil in great danger of loſing his life. |

Holland, to condole the death of the Prince of Orange; and, 
having performed that office, I returned, with Mr. John and 
Mr. William Aſhburnham, to France, by the way of Calais, 
s where we met with the news of his Majefty's being ſeized 
by one cornet Joyce, in Holmby-houſe, from whence he was 
carried with a guard of 400 horſe towards the army; the 
© cornet. producing no authority whereby to wariant his pro- 
* eeeding. TFhe next poſt brought us advertiſement to Cafais, 
that his Majeſty was well received by the officers and (ol- 
„ diers of the army, and that there were * hopes con- 
© ceived, that they would both concur to eftabliſh his Majeſty 
in his juſt rights. From Calais we went to Rouen, where we 
met a confirmation of this intelligence, and heard withal, 
that one Sir Edward Ford (who was brother-in-faw to 
_ © commiſſary-general Ireton) was ſent by her Majeſty and his 
< Highneſs the Prince of Wales, into England, to diſcover the 
_ © intentions of the army, and to promote an agreement be- 


een his Majeſty and them. From Rouen we went to 


St. Germain's, where we were no ſooner arrived, but we 
© heard that Mr. Denham (who, during his impriſonment, 
© had contrafted a great familiarity with Peters, 2 
© preacher, and a powerful perſon in the army) was diſ- 
© patched with a commiſſion to the like effect with that of 
Sir Edward Ford. As I was going up to her majeſty, I met 
© accidentally. with my Lord Colepepper, who fearce had ſa- 
© luted me, before he told me, that I muſt prepare myſelf im- 
© mediately for another journey, her Majeſty being reſolved 
_ © to, ſend me into England after Sir Edward Ford and Mr. 
Denham. I anſwered, that 1 had no paſs, nor any acquain- 

© tance with any one of the army; and that I doubted, if the

© miles on this fide Tunbridge, I met with Sir Allen Apſley, 
« who' had been my lieutenant-governor of Exeter, and after- 
c, wards governor of Barnſtaple, in the county of Devon. He 
told me, that he was going to me from Cromwel, and ſome othet᷑ 
« officers' of the army, with letters, and a cypher, and inſtruc- 
tions. I thought this rencounter no ill omen to my future pro- 
© ceedings. Sir Allen Apſley told me, I ſhould have to do with 
© ſubtle men, 'that governed themſelves by other max- 
© ims than the reſt of the world. I remember, I anſwered that 
the caution was good, and that I would arm myſelf the beſt 
I could; but that it was hard to ſecure ourſelves from mali- 
* cious men, when we were abſolutely in their power. I took 
© the beſt information I could from Sif Allen Apſley, and re- 
_ © ſolved with him to go into London, before I went to the 
King or the army, that I might be enlightened by the moſt . 
© able men of our party.” = 22 N 
It is further ſet forth in the narrative, that, by his inftruc- 
tions from the Queen and the Prince, he was to endeavour to 
incline his Majeſty to comply with the army, as far as would 
ftand with his honour and conſcience. But that, the King not 
following his advice, he procured a paſs for Mr. Aſhburnham, 


with whom he hoped he might prevail, and he with his 


| Majeſty. His conferences with Cromwel, &c. are too long to 
be inſerted here. I ſhall therefore only obſerve, with what ho- 
nour and diſintereſtedneſs he ated, from the time of the King's 
eſeape from Hampton-court, and during his confinement in the 
He of Wight. The Earl of Clarendon, in his hiſtory of the 
rebellion, tho', no friend to Sir John Berkley, ſays of him, that 
When governor Hammond demanded that Mr. Aſhburnham' might 
ſtay with him, and Sir John might go to the King to acquaint 
him with what had been agreed on in the Ifle of Wight, 
Mr. Aſhburnham refuſed" fo to do; but that Berkley offered 
himſelf to remain with him, whilſt Aſhburnham ſhould attend 
his Majeſty. | This affair in the narrative is made more clear. 
It ſets forth, that he and Mr. Aſhburnham had the King's or- 
ders to let — that his Majeſty had made _ 
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of him to put himſelf in his hands, as a perſon of good exs 
traction, & . and to deſire his ' promiſe to protect his Ma- 
+ jeſty and his ſervants to the beſt of his power, and, if it 
„ ſhould happen that he ſhould not be able to do it, then 
to oblige himſelf to ſuffer them to make their eſcape. The 
narrative goes on thus, With theſe inſtructions we parted; 
but, before I had gone ten yards, I returned to his Majeſty, 
and ſaid I had no knowledge of the governor, and therefore 
could not tell whether he might not detain us in the iſland ; 
and therefore adviſed his Majeſty, if we came not to him by 
the next day, to think no more of us, but ſecure his own 
eſcape. His Majeſty thanked me for the caution, and pur- 
ſued his way, and Mr. Aſhburnham and I ours. We came 
to Limington that night, but could not paſs, by reaſon of a 
violent ſtorm that blew. The next morning we got over, and 
had then eight miles to the. caſtle of Carriſbrook, where the 
< /governor dwelt, where we came after ten in the morning, 
© and found him gone towards Newport. BY wok, 
When we overtook him, Mr. Aſhburnham deſired me to 
© open the matter to him, which he would afterwards - ſecond 
© himſelf. . On delivering our meſſage to him, he grew ſo pale, 
and fell into ſuch a trembling, that I did really believe he 
' © would have fallen off his horſe : which trembling continued 
with him at leaſt an hour after, in which he broke out into 
© paſſionate; and diſtracted expreſſions; ſometimes ſaying, O 
© gentlemen! you have undone me by bringing the King into 
the iſland, if at leaſt you have brought him; and, if you have 
< not, pray let him not come; for what between my duty to 
© his Majeſty, and my gratitude for this freſh obligation of

© be confounded. Otherwhile he would talk to a clean contrary 
_ © purpoſe. | I remember, to ſettle him the better, I ſaid, that, 

© God be thanked, there was no harm done; that his Majeſty 
intended a favour to him and his poſterity, in giving an occaſion 
to lay a great obligation upon him, and ſuch as was very con- 
« ſiſting with his relation to the army, who had ſo ſolemnly en- 
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. gaged themſelves: to his Majeſty: but, if he thought other: 


< wiſe, his Majeſty. would be far from impofing his perſon upon 
© him. To that he replied, that then, if his Majeſty. ſhould- 
© come to any miſchance, what would the army and kingdom 
< ſay to him, that had refuſed to receive him? To this I replied, 
that he did not refuſe him, who was not come to him. He 
returned, that he muſt needs know where his Majeſty was, 
© becauſe he knew where we were. I told him, he was never 
< the nearer for my part. He then began a little to ſweeten, 
and to wiſh that his Mey would have repoſed himſelf ab- 
© ſolutely upon him, becauſe it would have been a the 
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c better for both. I then went to Mr. Aſhburnham, and told 
© him; that this governor was not a man for our purpoſe; 
© and that; for my part, I would never give my conſent that 
his Majeſty | ſhould truſt him. Mr. Aſhburnham acknow- 
© Jedged that he did not like him; yet, on the other fide, he 
© much feared what would become of his Majeſty, if he ſhould 


| ©. be. diſcovered before he had made his point, and made ap- 
spear what his intention was; for then he would be ac- 
cuſed of what his enemies pleaſed to lay upon him. I replied, 


© that, if we returned not that night, his Majeſty would be 
gone to ſea. Iperceived Mr. Aſhburnham liked not that fo well,

I could make any, Mr. or Das made this reply, I will 
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4 aſk no more. The governor then added, Let us all go to the | 

Mr. Aſhburnham anſwered, 
With all my heart. I then broke from the governor, who 
held me in his hand, and went to 1 and 
7 ſaid, What! do you mean to carry this man to the King, 
before you know whether he will approve of this underta-

vote of confiſcation, violently preſſed on the fale of his eſtate, 
procuring an act for it, which paſſed Aug. 3, 1652, and bought

tained : but the brunt of it lying upon the blue ſquadron, where 
the Earl of Offory had his. poſt, both ſides claimed the victory; 
and on the 4thofiJune Tromp and Spragge engaged again, and 
fought about ſix hours, with the ſame event. here was a third 
engagement on the 11th of Auguſt, when Spragge again being 
left with his ſquadron (without aſſiſtance from the admiral) _ 
was drowned by a cannon-ſhot ſtriking his boat, as he was go- 
ing out of his ſecond ſhip, into a third. The Earl of Offory was 
rear-· admiral in that ſquadron commanded by Sir Edward, and 
behaved with exemplary conduct and valour; endeavouring, to 
lay the Dutch admiral de Ruyter's ſhip on board; but he ſteer d 
of, and avoided the engagement. Ant. Wood, in his Faſti Ox- 
onienſes, p. 167, ſays, * In which fight, as alſo in others, he, 
* gallantly ated beyond the fiction of romance. After the 
fight, he had his Majeſty's orders, Sept. 10, to take the com- 
mand i of the whole fleet in the abſence of Prince Rupert: 
And a peace being ſoon after made with Holland, the Earl of 
Arlington was ſent, in 1675, to the Prince of Orange, to draw 
him into ſuch meaſures of peace, as France then deſired; and 
he prevailed on the Earl of Offory to accompany him. About 
the beginning of December they arrived in the King's yacht,

4 d. annu- 
ally. On 18, November, 1676, he was ſworn lord-chamber- 
lain to Queen Catharine. In July 1677 he joined the Prince of 
Orange at the ſiege of Charleroy; of which Sir William Tem- 
ple relates”, that the French aſſembling a great army to relieve 
it, the Prince called a council of war, to refolve whether to fight 
the French army, or raiſe the ſiege; the laſt was reſolved on, 
and accordingly executed : and gives the following account:

In 1678, the French having beſieged Mons, the Prince of 
Orange made preparations with the greateſt vigour to relieve it;

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On the 14th of Auguſt his Highneſs. attacked the French army, 
-ommanded by the Duke of Luxemburgh, with that reſolution 
and vigour, which at firſt ſurprized them »; and, aſter an obſti - 
nate and bloody fight, ſo diſordered them, that tho the night 


prevented the end of the action, yet it was generally concluded, 


that if he had been at liberty the next day to purſue it, he muſt, 


in all appearance, not only have relieved Mons, but made an 


impreſſion into France. But the morning after the Prince 
received advice from the States, of the peace being ſigned at 


Nimeguen. The Earl of Offory, by his conduct and valour, 


gained ſuch glory in the battle, that the States of Holland, 


the Duke de Villa-Hermoſa, governor of the Low Cow tries, 


acknowledged his great ſervices in that campaign; as did. the 
King of Spain himſelf in a letter under his own hand. His lord- 
ſhip, on his return to England, was received with that univerſal 


_ applauſe his virtue and merits deſerved; being the darling of 


the court, and of the people, a happineſs very rare in this na- 
tion. But his qualities were ſuch, as could not ſail of gaining 


eſteem and affection. He was ſo far from being elated on his 
wiſdom and valour, that he was rather a true pattern of affability 


and courteſy, free from pride as well as from the 
oppoſite vices, of flattery and affectation. In 679, King Charles, 


at his court at Whitehall, 21 April, eſtabliſhing *'a new privy 


council of ſome ſelect lords, &c. the Earl of Offory was not 
among them; but that council being diflolved, his lordſhip, 
April 16, 16804, was again ſworn of the privy council, and 
was then lord - chamberlain to the Queen. At length this brave 
nobleman; of whom (as is allowed by all writers of thoſe 
times) enough can never be ſpoken, was ſnatch'd away at 


Whitehall, on Friday the 3oth of July, at a quarter paſt feven 
in the evening“, by a peſtilential fever, after thirteen days in- 


diſpoſition ; and his body was the next evening privately carried 
and depoſited in a vault in Sing Henry the. VIIth's chapel, 
joining to the abbey-church of Weſtminſter, there to remain, 


till his noble father, the Duke of Ormond, ſhould order the far- 


ther diſpoſal of it; and afterwards was conveyed to Kilkenny in 


Ireland, and there laid in the vault belonging to the Ormond 


family, under part of the cathedral church. 


His eminent loyalty, heroic and forward zeal on all occaſions 


to ſerve his King and country, were manifeſted by many brave 


and generous actions, which, as they made him to be ho- 
noured and efteemed by all when living, made him alſo when 
dead generally lamented. Several elegies were made on him, 


1 Temple's Memoirs, p. 334, 355. p Ibid. part 3. p. 21. & Appendix, p. 11.

The Duke of Ormond, who had been the whole 
time where danger called, feeing moſt of the generals gone, 
charged at the head of a body of horſe he had got together, and 
having received ſome wounds, and his horſe being ſhot under him, 
he was taken priſoner, and ſaved by a gentleman of the 
French guards, from a ſoldier who was . juſt going to kill 
him. His Grace was treated by the r in the moſt 
honourable manner, as he ever acknowledged; the general 
officers having all offered him their ſervice and their purſes: 
and he found an opportunity to ſignalize his charity and ge- 
neroſity, as he had before Rs bravery; of which no better 
account can be given, than in the words of Mr. Dryden, 
in the dedication of his fables to him, as follows:

England. The Duke after never failed of attending his poſt in 
the army, where the grandeur of his table and retinue were an 
honour to the Engliſh nation; but not any thing elſe is memora- 
ble of him, till the reign of Queen Anne.

'' King William, ever watchful of the encroaching power 


of France, had, in 1701, entered into a new alliance 


with the Emperor, Dutch, &c. againſt France and Spain; 
and the Queen, purſuing the ſcheme, declared war againſt thoſe 


"powers on the 4th of May, 1702. Whereupon a deſign 
was formed againſt the city and port of Cadiz in Spain, as har- 


bouring French ſhips would be very prejudicial to the trade of

Our men of war immediately ſtood in for Redondela, where 
the French and Spaniſh ſhips lay; and came to an anchor 
Oct. 11. The next morning the Duke of Ormond with the 
forces landed, and, having drove ſome militia from their in- 
_trenchments, took the fort of Redondela ſword in hand. The 
good anda of his Grace, in attacking the fort as the fleet 
was entering, delivered the ſhips from the fire of all the great 
ns. The French loſt fifteen men of war, and two frigates, a 
areſhip, and three advice-boats, with ſeventeen Spaniſh galleons, 
and frigates, (as recited inour Engliſh Gazette, no. 3858.)

Whether he was convinced that the Almighty Power, which 
has ſo often rendered abortive every attempt to reſtore the Pre- 
tender, was againſt them; or deſpairing of any ſucceſs, and un- 
willing to involve any unthinking people into trouble; or tired 


with the vanity and viciſſitudes of life; it is certain he never was 


prevailed on to engage in a ſecond enterprize. He was aſter- 
wards deſirous of coming to England; and, by his friends, in- 
terceded for leave to come over, promiſing to live peaceably, 
and never more to make any diſturbance. I remember, on 
being at Sir Robert Walpole's levee, the late Lord. Viſcount 
Gage ſaid publickly, he had ſeen his petition to that pur- 
poſe ; and as Lord Bolingbroke was come to England, with his 
Majeſty's licence and pardon, he wiſhed the Duke could alſo 
obtain it. I believe the miniſtry at that time were well indli- 


ned thereto; but, on conſideration how popular he had been, 


it was not thought adviſeable in agreeing to his reſiding in 
He had from the King of Spain a penſion of 2000 piſtoles, 


and choſe Avignon for his reſidence ; where he lived retired : and 


in 1741, when the war broke out again with Spain (and after 

with France) being ſollicited by that court to accept of a com- 
mand, he excuſed himſelf, by alledging his great age and infir- 
mities. As through the. whole courſe of his life he was re- 
markable for his hoſpitality and benevolence, his charity in his 
diſtreſſed circumſtances was ſ6 diffuſive, eſpecially to the Eng- 
liſh. abroad, that he would have wanted himſelf, had not his ſer- 
vants concealed from his knowledge numbers who continually 
applied to him for relief; as ſet forth in the character given 
of him after his deceaſe. In which it is alſo ſaid, That he 
£ was unalterable in his religion, and had divine ſervice per- 
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«© form's in his houſe twice every Sunday, and on every Wed- 
« neſday and eee morning throughout the year, according to 
the liturgy of the c wurchofEngland; and all his proteſtant ſervants | 
© wete obliged to be preſent. The ſacrament was adminiſtered 
to the family once a quarter; and, for a week before he re- 
ceived it himſelf, he would fee no body, his chaplain only ac- 
« cepted,, who was his conſtant attendant for that ſpace of time. 
He never prepared for bed, or went out in the morning, till he 
© withdrew for an hour to his cloſet ; and tho? he had publick 
s aſſemblies twice a week, to divert ſuch thoughts as muſt natu- 
rally occur to him, when he reflected on his then ſituation, yet 
© his complaiſance to the company at thoſe meetings made him 
< afſume a chearful countenance, and endeavour to enliven the 
c converſation : but it was not difficult to diſcover it was owing 
to his good- nature and politeneſs. In October 1745 he com- 
plained of a want of appetite, every thing at his table being 
diſtaſteful to him; and that he ſeemed to reliſh moſt, was 
mutton broth after the Engliſh manner. Declining greatly, he 
grew at length too weak to walk; and the phyſician who attend - 
ed him, ſeeing no amendment in him, propoſed ſending for 
two others from Montpellier, who arrived on Sunday, 14 No- 
vember, N. S. and after a conſultation between them, they con- 
eluded on taking ſome blood from him; which had not 
the deſired effect: ſo that on the Tueſday following, Nov. 
16, about ſeven in the evening, he deceaſed very peni- 
tently. On the 18th his body was embalmed, and, in 
May following, was brought as a hale of goods through 
France to England, lodged in the Jeruſalem chamber, and ſoon 
after decently interred in the vault of his anceſtors in Kin 
Henry VIIth's chapel, Weſtminſter-abbey. He died in the 8 iſt 
year of his age, aſter living in exile upwards of thirty years. 
This unfortunate nobleman married to his firſt wife, July 
15, 1682, Anne, eldeſt daughter to Laurence Earl of Rocheſter, 
and dying 25 Jan. 1684, of a miſcarriage, in Dublin, aged ſeven- 
teen years and three days, was buried'there in' the family vault

Which Richard Edgecomb was knighted at the creation of 
Edward Seymor, Earl of Hartford, 18 October, 1536. He was

It is governed by truſtees, according to ſtatutes given 
them by the ſaid archbiſhop ; and over the door of the ſchool 
is placed a fine ſtone, on which is engraved” his arms, and the

He was one of the firſt who conformed to the proteſtant religion, 
and for the conſtant profeſſion of that faith, choſe a voluntary 
exile in Germany, where he lived all the reign of Queen Mary.

He was educated in Catharine-hall, in Cambridge, 
and took his degree of doctor of divinity in that univerſity *, 


before the month of September, 1552, when he had a grant of 


a prebend within the church of Carliſle, vacant by. the death 


of Bellows.

In the laſt year of King Edward the Sixth, he was maſter | 


of Catharine- hall, and vice- chancellor of the univerſity of Cam- 
bridge; and fo truly zealous for the reformation, that fearing 1 
an alteration in religion, he ſhewed himſelf of the party of the 


Lady Jane. Francis, biſhop of Hereford *, gives this account of 
him: * Having, by Northumberland's command, in the pulpit 


impugned Queen Mary's cauſe, and defended that of the Lady 

Jane, he behaved himſelf with ſuch wiſdom and moderation, 
although upon the ſhort warning of ſome few hours, that he 
© abundantly ſatisfied the Duke, and yet did not fo deeply incur 
© the diſpleaſure of the adverſe party, but that his friends pre- 
© vailed with the Queen for his pardon; ſo that after a year's 
«impriſonment he was ſet at liberty, and preſently fled over into 
Germany. After the death of Queen Mary, returning from 
voluntary exile, he was conſecrated biſhop of Worceſter, from 
which See he was tranſlated to London, and thence again. to 


wiſdom, and extract, very famous; but more eſpecially happy 
in his ifſue, whereof many were admirable for their endow- 
ments, both internal and external, and of whom we have, in 
our age, ſeen; three honoured with knighthoodwꝓ. 
July 25, being St. James's day, he * was brought priſoner 
from Cambridge, and committed to the Tower, with the Duke 
of Northumberland, and others of Quality.

The Duke of Northumberland, after he came to Cambridge 
with his army, ſent for Dr. Sands, the vice- chancellor, Dr. Par-

&c. and required Dr. Sands, to preach on the morrow. The

Hurleſton's houſe, where Lady Mary heard maſs, and had not 
been long gone. The Duke, with the reſt of the nobility, re- 
quired Dr. Sands to put his ſermon in writing, and appointed 
| Mr. Leaver to go to London, and get it printed. Dr. Sands 
Tequired one day and a half for writing it, and at the day ap- 
+ pointed, Mr. Leaver came ready booted to receive it of him. As 
| he was delivering of it, Mr. Adams, one of the beadles, came 
weeping, and prayed him to ſhift for himſelf, the Duke being

John Gates, laying in his houſe, ſharply rebuked them, and 
drove them away. The next day he adviſed the doctor to walk 
in the fields; and in the mean time, the univerſity, contrary to 
all order, had met together in conſultation, and ordered Dr, 
Mouſe, and Dr. Hatcher, to repair to Dr. Sands's apartments, 
and ſetch away the ſtatute book of the wn tr © the keys, and 
Fuch other things as were in his keeping, which they did. Dr, 
Mouſe had been an earneſt proteſtant the day before, but was 
now turned papiſt; and though Dr. Sands had done much for 
him, he was now his great enemy, The bell ringing for their 
meeting, Dr. Sands returned out of the fields, and ſending for 
the beadles, required them to wait on him to the ſchools, ac- 
cotding to their duty. No ſooner was the doctor (the beadles 
oing before him) come into the regent houſe, and had taken 
his chair, but Dr. Mitch, with a rabble of unlearned fi 
went into a by-ſchool, and conſpired to pull him out of his 


Dr. Sands began his oration, —expoſtulating with the univer- 
my, charging them with great ingratitude ; declaring he had ſaid 
nothing in his ſermon, but what he was ready to juſtify; and 
their caſe was the ſame with his, they having not only concealed 
but conſented to that which he hal ſpoken. And as he was 
remembring them how beneficial he had been to their univerſity, 
and their unthankfulneſs to him, Dr. Mitch came in again with 
His conſpirators, about twenty in number. One laid hand on 
the chair, to pull it from him; another told him that was not 
His place; and another called him traitor': But being of great | 
courage, and perceiving they uſed violence, he drew a dagger, 
and had diſpatched fome of them, if Dr. Bill, and Dr. Blith, 
had not fallen upon him, and prayed” him for God's ſake to 
Hold his hands, and patiently bear that great offered wrong. 
By their perſuaſions he was contented, and the tumult ceaſing, 
he ended his oration ; and having monies of the univetſity's, he 
there delivered the utmoſt farthing. He gave up the books,

On this, his ſtable was robbed of four excellent geldi 

and an inventory taken of all his goods by Mr. Moor, 1 
of the univerſity. He was ſet on a lame horſe, that halted to 
the ground, which a friend of his perceiving, prayed that he 
might lend him a nag, to which the yeomen of the guard con- 
ſented. At the end of the town ſome papiſts reſorted thither

' He was guarded, with the Duke, and others, to London, 


and coming in at Biſhopſgate, one, like a milk wife, hurled a 


ſtone at him, which hit him on the breaſt, ſo as like to have 
made him fall from his horſe ; to whom he mildly faid, + Wo- 
man, God forgive it thee.” As he came through Towerhill- 


ſtreet, another woman ſtanding in her door, cried, Fie on, 


thee, thou knave, thou knave, thou traitor, thou heretick ! 
whereat he ſmiling, ſhe ſaid; Look, the deſperate heretick 
laughs at this jeer. On which a woman, on the other ſide 


of the ſtreet, anſwered, Fie on thee, neighbour, thou art not

Then ſhe ſaid, good gentleman, God be thy comfort, and give 
thee ſtrength to ſtand in God's cauſe, even to the end. Thus 
he paſſed into the Tower, the firſt priſoner, on St. James's day.

the keeper ſaid to the doctor, I perceive the vain people would ſet

«© ſtake with you: And he ever after ſhewed Dr. Sands all friend- 
ſhip; - He laid him in the beſt chamber in the houſe, and 
would not ſuffer the marſhal's men to lay fetters on him, as others 
had. He ſundry times ſuffered him to walk alone in the fields; 
and permitted his wife, Mr. Sands's daughter of Eſſex, a gentle- 
woman beautiful both in body and mind, to reſort to him; they 
had the communion there three or four times, and a great reſort 

of communicants, who offered Dr. Sands money, but he would 
receive none. He was then in the prime of life, and admired for 


his learning, eloquence, ſobriety, and other virtuous morals. 
His exhortations to the people were delivered with that energy, | 
as drew tears from many, and made them abhor the maſs. _ 
After he had been nine weeks priſoner in the Marſhalſea, he 


was ſet at liberty, by the mediation of Sir Thomas Holcroft, the 
knight marſhal. Sir Thomas ſued earneſtly to Dr. Gardiner, 
biſhop of Wincheſter, for his deliverance, but could not prevail, 
except Dr. Sands would be one of their ſet; and then, he ſaid he 


ſhould want nothing. He wrung at laſt out of the biſhop, that 


if the Queen could like of his deliverance, he would not be againſt 
it; which was Sir Thomas's laſt requeſt. Thereupon he made 
intereſt with two ladies of the privy chamber to move the Queen 
to it, who was contented, if the biſhop of Wincheſter approved 
of it. Sir Thomas watched his going to ſpeak with the Queen, 
and followed him-with a warrant, for ſetting him at liberty ; and 
prayed the two. ladies to put the'Queen in mind of Dr. Sands. 
On which ſhe ſaid, Wincheſter, what think you of Dr. Sands, 
is he not ſufficiently puniſhed? and Gardner, remembering his 
promiſe, ſaid he was not againſt it, if her Majeſty liked to diſ- 
charge him.  Saith the Queen, Then truly we would, he 
+ were ſet at liberty.” On which Sir Thomas Holcroft immedi- 
ately offered the Queen the warrant, who ſigned the fame, and 
cauſed Wincheſter to ſubſcribe his name thereto. The warrant 
was given to the knight marſhal again; but as the biſhop went 
out from the Queen, he called to Holcroft, commanding him 


not to ſet Dr. Sands at _— till he had taken ſureties of two 


gentlemen, bound in a bond of 500 1. each, that he ſhould not

olcroft alſo made it his buſineſs to find ſureties for bim 3 and | 


having diſcourſed with two gentlemen of the North, friends and 


couſins of Dr. Sands, they agreed to be bound in body, goods, and 
lands, for him. He then ſent for the doctor to his apartments at 
127 2 : Weſtminſter, 
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Weſtminſter, requiring the keeper to accompany him. He came 
accordingly, and found Sir Thomas 2 garden alone, 
who immediately imparted to him his long ſuit, with the whole 
proceeding, —5 of what effect it had; much rejoicing, he was 
fo fortunate to-procure him his liberty; and that ne remained 
; for him to do, but to enter into bonds, with his two ſureties, not 
wd to depart the realm, The doctor anſwered, I give God thanks, 
' © who hath moved your Heart to mind me ſo well, and I think 
© myſelf moſt bound to you; I hope God will requite you, and 
© I never ſhall be found unthankful; but as you have dealt friendly 
with me, I will alſo deal plainly with you. I came a freeman 
© into priſon, I will not go forth a bondman. As I cannot bene- 
fit my friends, I will not hurt them; for if I am ſet at liberty, I 
4 ſhall not ſtay ſix days in this realm, if I may get out. If there- 
fore I may not get forth free, ſend me to the Marſhalſea again, 
and there you ſhall be ſure of me 
Holcroſt was much diſpleaſed with his anſwer, and told him a 
change would ſhortly come; the ſtate was but a cloud, and would 
ſaon ſhake away; that his couſin, Sir Edward Bray, and his wife, 
would gladly receive him into his houſe, where he never need 
come at church ; and that Lady Bray hated popery : adding, that 
he would not ſo. deal with him, to loſe all his labour. But no 
penſioners could prevail with him to enter into bonds. Which 
Holcroft perceiving, generouſly ſaid, Seeing you cannot be altered, 
1 will change my purpoſe, and yield unto you. Come of it what 
will, I will ſet you at liberty. And ſeeing you mind to go over 
ſea, get 3 you can. One thing I require 
of you, that while you are there, you write nothing to come hi- 
ther, for you may undo me. He friendly kiſſed Dr. Sands, bid 
him farewell, let me anſwer Wincheſter as I may; and com-

manded the keeper to take no fees of him, . -- 
Returning with the keeper to the Marſhalſea, he ſtaid there 
that night, and the next day gave a dinner to all the priſoners, 
taking his farewel of them with many tears, particularly of Mr. 
Saunders, who, at his own requeſt, was permitted by the keeper 
to be his bedfellow. Their parting was very forrowful, with 
many tears, the one falling on the other's neck; and fo he de- 
parted, clearly delivered, without examination, or bond. From 
thence. he went to the Bench, and there talked with Mr. Brad 
ford, and Farrer, biſhop of St. David's, then priſoners. He 
comforted them, and they praiſed God for his happy deli- 
verance: He went by Wincheſter's houſe, and there took boat, : 
and came to William Banks, his friend in London, with whom 8 


| he. remained one night, and the next night ſhifted to another 

[i friend's houſe ; and there he learned that ſearch was made for 

| Dr. Watſon, and Mr, Chriſtopherſon, coming to the biſhop of ;

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Wincheſter's, chancellor of England, told him, be had fer at 
liberty the greateſt heretick in England, and one, who, of all 


others, had moſt corrupted the univerſity of Cambridge. Where« 
upon the biſhop ſent for all the conſtables of London, com- 


manding them to watch for Dr. Sands, then in che city; and 


whoever of them ſhould bring him to him, ſhould have five

Cornhill; where he cauſed his man, Quinting, to 


provide two geldings for him, in order to ride into Eſſex, to 


Sands, his father-in-law, where his wife was. | 
At his going to bed in Hurleſton's houſe, he obſerved a pair 


ol hoſe too long for him, made whilſt he was in the tower, 
by one Benjamin, a proteſtant, dwelling in Birching-lane. He 


was not permitted to ſpeak to him, or take any mealure of him, 


dut only look on his legs, whereby they were not made fit for 


him: theſe hoſe, he prayed the miſtreſs of the houſe to ſend to 


ſome taylor, to cut them two inches ſhorter. She ſent them by 
her boy to the next taylor, who chanced to go to Benjamin that 


made them, and was then a conſtable; and acquainted with the 


lord chancellor's orders.

After this two of his friends left him, Grindal, (afterwards 
made archbiſhop of Canterbury by Queen Elizabeth) who went 
into the country to learn the Dutch tongue, and Sampſon, who 
went to attain the Hebrew language.

at Straſburgh, ſupported by Mr. Iſaac, who paſſionately eſteemed 
him, and was ever more ready to give, than he to take. The 
Doctor had of him above 100 marks, which he paid again; 
and by his other gifts and friendſhip to him, ſhewed himſelf a 
' grateful man. His wife (as was ſaid before) being dead, he 
went to Zurike, and for the ſpace of five weeks, was in Peter 
Martyr's houſe. As they fate one day at dinner, the news of 
Queen Mary's death was brought, and Dr. Sands was ſent for by 
his friends' at Straſburgh. Mr. Martyr, and Mr. Jarrett, were 
very joyful, but Dr. Sands was very grave; it ſmote into his 
© his heart, (as Fox writes) that he ſhould be called to miſery ;”

kingdom, calling him his beloved kinſman. And Sir Edward _ 
Bruce, a younger ſon. of Sir Edward Bruce of Clackmanan, in 
in the time of King James V. acquiring a fair fortune, left iſſuu:

land. In recompence of which faithful ſervices, he“ had not 
only the office of maſter of the rolls conferred on him during life, 
but alſo by letters patent dated 8 July, 1604, was created Ba- | 
ton of Kinloſs in Murray in Scotland.

upon the motion was rejected by a great majority. On the diſſo- 
lution of that parliament, March 10, 1720-21, Mr. Archer con- 
tenting himſelf with the honour of having been elected for the 
county of Warwick in ſix parliaments, and with the ſatisfaction 
of having ſhewn a ſteady zeal for the ſervice of his county whilſt 
he fat in parliament, and alſo in the faithful execution of the com- 
miſſion that he was entruſted with, he then choſe to retire from 
publick buſineſs, and reſided chiefly at his family ſeat at Umber- 
flade, which he had rebuilt in an elegant manner, according to 
the modern taſte, and there died on Dec. 31,1741, aged 82. He 
had alſo ſuch a regard to the memory of his father, that he erected

I ſhall now proceed to give an account of Sir John Ponſonby, 
and Henry his brother, who ſettled in Ireland, as before men- 
_ tioned. It appears, that in 1649, on Oliver Cromwell's being 
appointed to reduce the rebels in that kingdom, the two brothers, 
Sir John Ponſonby, and. Henry Ponſonby, were officers-in the 
army under his command; and that Henry, having lands aſſigned 


to him for his ſervices in the county of Kerry, had the ſame con- 


. firmed to him under the acts of ſettlement, 16 June, 1666, and 
became ſeated at Stackſtown, and Crotto, in that county. He 
married Roſe, daughter to Thomas Weldon, of St. John's "ic 
near Athy, in the county of Kildare, by whom he had ſeven fons, 
and eleven daughters, dying in 168 1, in the 61ſt year of his age. 
Three of his ſons, and ſeven daughters, lived to maturity. His 
eldeſt ſon, John Ponſonby, Eſq; married Margaret, daughter of 
Thomas Holmes, brother to Sir Robert Holmes, of the Iſle of 
Wight, but left no iſſue; and Henry, his third ſon, died un- 
married. Thomas, his ſecond ſon, was ſeated at Crotto, and 
aneeſtor to the fame. 
Sir John Ponſonby, the elder brother, aged 50, in 1665, as 
aforeſaid, by his conduct and valour in the ſuppreſſing of the re- 
bellion, gained not only the preferment of colonel of a regiment 
of horſe, but his other qualifications rendered him worthy the 
friendſhip of ſeveral noble perſons. Being a widower, and having 
ſeveral children, he ſettled his eſtate in Cumberland upon them
